Sniper Gets Death 


MANASSAS, VA. | Sniper mastermind John 
Allen Muhammad was sentenced to 
death Tuesday by a judge who called the 
Washington-area shootings that left 10 
people dead “so vile that they were almost 
beyond comprehension.” 

Muhammad denied any involvement in 
the October 2002 rampage, echoing a claim 
of innocence he made in his opening state- 
ment to the jury when he briefly served as 
his own attorney. 

“Just like I said at the beginning, I had 
nothing to do with this, and I’ll say again, I 
had nothing to do with this,” Muhammad 
said. He told the judge he plans to appeal, and 
urged, “Don’t make a fool of the Constitution 
of the United States of America.” 


Muhammad’s teen- 
age accomplice, Lee Boyd 
Malvo, is to be sentenced 
Wednesday to life in prison 
after a jury spared him the 
death penalty. 

Muhammad, 43, was 
convicted of capital mur- 
der on Nov. 17 for the Oct. 
9, 2002, murder of Dean Harold Meyers at 
a gas station near Manassas. A jury recom- 
mended death for Muhammad last year, but 
Circuit Court Judge LeRoy F. Millette Jr. had 
the option to reduce the sentence. 

Millette ordered that Muhammad be exe- 
cuted on Oct. 14. That date likely will be post- 
poned to allow appeals, matthew barakat (ap)

Tobacco 
As Killer 

Study predicts obesity will 
become lead cause of death 

WASHINGTON I Americans are sitting around 
and eating themselves to death, with obesity 
closing in on tobacco as the nation’s No. 1 
underlying preventable killer. 

The government is offering constructive, 
even lighthearted, advice to fight what it 
calls an epidemic of expanding waistlines. 
Americans will be told in a new ad campaign 
they can lose midsection “love handles” and 
double chins one step at a time if they eat less 
and exercise more. 

“We’re just too darn 
fat, ladies and gentle- 
men, and we’re going 
to do something about 
it,” Health and Human 
Services Secretary Tommy 
Thompson said Tuesday at 
a news conference. 

A poor diet and physical 
inactivity caused 400,000 deaths in 2000, 
a 33 percent jump over 1990, said a study 
released Tuesday by the federal Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention. Tobacco - 
related deaths in the same period climbed 
by less than 9 percent. The report predicts 
obesity will soon surpass tobacco if current 
trends continue. 

Meanwhile, a report by the Rand think tank 
found that obesity threatens to erase improve- 
ments in health among older Americans. At 
current rates, health care spending on obesity 
among people 50 to 69 years old will double 
by 2020, the study said, mark sherman (ap)

Spokesman steps back 
from possible time-limit 
on president’s testimony 

WASHINGTON! President Bush will 
answer privately all questions raised 
by a federal commission investigat- 
ing the Sept. 11 terrorist attacks, the 
White House said Tuesday, soften- 
ing its insistence that Bush’s testi- 
mony be limited to an hour. 

“Nobody’s watching the clock,” 
White House press secretary Scott 
McClellan said. 

Still, he said an hour was “a rea- 
sonable period of time to set aside 
for a sitting president of the United 
States.” The White House and the 
commission are working on a date 
for the meeting with Bush. The com- 
mission urged Bush to meet with all 
of its members, not just the chair- 
man and vice chairman. 


The shift came after presumed 
Democratic presidential nomi- 
nee John Kerry accused Bush of 
stonewalling investigations of the 
terrorist attacks and U.S. intelli- 
gence failures. 

When Bush visited a Houston 
livestock show and rodeo on 
Monday, Kerry said, “If the presi- 
dent of the United States can find 
time to go to a rodeo, he can spend 
more than one hour before the com- 
mission.” 

It was the administration’s latest 
change of heart about the commis- 
sion. Bush originally had opposed 
the panel’s creation. Then he had 
opposed its request for a two -month 
extension of its work but eventually 
relented. Bush is intent on protect- 
ing his standing with Americans 
on the war on terror, which in 
polls is his best issue with voters.

S.D. Plans Bill Outlawing Abortion 


If passed, law could 
prompt Supreme Court 
to revisit Roe v. Wade 

PIERRE, S.D. I Gov. Mike Rounds 
announced Tuesday that he supports 
a bill that would ban most abortions 
in South Dakota — a measure that 
could lead to a Supreme Court chal- 
lenge to Roe V. Wade — but wants 
technical corrections before allow- 
ing it to become law. 

Rounds said his “style-and-form 
veto” of the bill seeks to change a 
provision that could otherwise ease 
restrictions on abortions during the 
time the measure is under consider- 
ation in the courts. If simple majori- 


ties in the state House and Senate 
agree to the changes, the legislation 
automatically becomes law. 

The Legislature will be asked 
to approve the request for chang- 
es when lawmakers return to the 
Capitol on Monday 
for the final day of 
this year’s legisla- 
tive session. 

The measure 
would allow abor- 
tions in cases 
where a woman’s 
health could be substantially and 
irreversibly impaired by compli- 
cations of pregnancy, and it would 
make an exception if a woman’s life 
is in danger. 


The bill contains no exception 
for women who become pregnant 
as a result of rape or incest. 

Planned Parenthood of 
Minnesota/South Dakota said 
the proposed law would be the most 
restrictive anti- abortion measure in 
the nation and the group was con- 
sidering a lawsuit. 

Rounds, a Republican elected 
to the post in 2002, has said he 
supports repeal of the 1973 U.S. 
Supreme Court decision in Roe 
V. Wade, which found that women 
have a right to abortions. 

Maximum penalties for those 
who do abortions or provide abortion 
drugs would be five years in pris-

The university’s Board of 
Trustees is analyzing the article, 
and if the accusations are proven. 


Judd could face a range of sanctions 
that includes removal from office. 

Judd was overseas on university 
business and was unavailable for 
comment, but Judd told the newspa- 
per editors he had consulted numer- 
ous sources in preparing a speech 
that went on to become the basis 
for the submitted article. 

“I mistakenly assumed notes I 
had made were my own and I thus 
incorporated them without attribu- 
tion,” he told the Courant.

Families of sniper victims hail death sentence 


Detention 
Ordered in 
Teen Death 

Judge sentences 2 Va. 
students to juvenile 
facihty until turning 21 

ALEXANDRIA, VA. I Two teenagers 
held responsible for the beating 
death of another teen were sentenced 
to juvenile detention Tuesday. 

Following an all- day hearing, 
an Alexandria Circuit Court judge 
ordered Patrick D. Casey, 17, and 
Brian J. Adem, 16, held in a juve- 
nile facility until they turn 21. At 
age 21, they will be placed on 10 
years probation. 

Casey and Adem pleaded guilty 
Jan. 8 to involuntary manslaughter 
in the death of Schuyler Hamilton 
Jones. 

The Fairfax County pair were both 
16 when they attacked Jones in Old 
Town Alexandria’s Market Square on 
Sept. 13. Jones, 16, a junior at T.C. 
Williams High School, fell, hit his 
head on the pavement and died. 

Authorities have said Casey and 
Adem confronted Jones along with an 
unidentified 17-year-old. The 17-year- 
old was the only one to face juvenile 
charges. Under a deal with prosecu- 
tors, he pleaded guilty to involuntary 
manslaughter, james h. ludwin (ap) 


MANASSAS, VA. | About 50 family 
members of sniper victims were in 
the courtroom Tuesday as a judge 
rejected John Allen Muhammad’s 
claim of innocence and sentenced 
him to death. 

One silently shook his fist as the 
sentence was announced. 

“Justice has been served today,” 
said Sonia Wills, mother of sniper 
victim Conrad Johnson, who would 


have been 37 this Sunday. “I can go 
to my son’s grave and wish him a 
happy birthday.” 

Larry Meyers, older brother of 
victim Dean Harold Meyers — who 
Muhammad was convicted of kill- 
ing — said: “Dean meant so much to 
each and every one of us. I’d prefer 
to remember the good times.” 

Several issues raised by defense 
lawyers will likely be primary points 


of appeal. They argue that under 
Virginia law only the triggerman in 
a shooting death can be eligible for 
the death penalty. The trial never 
conclusively determined who was 
the triggerman in the October 2002 
killings, and much of the evidence 
suggests Malvo was the shooter. 

The defense also argues a second 
capital conviction based on a new 
antiterrorism law is both unconsti- 
tutional and improperly applied to 
Muhammad, matthew barakat (ap)

A Falls Church man was acquitted 
Tuesday on all charges, including 
supplying services to the Taliban, 
stemming from his alleged role in 
what prosecutors called a “Virginia 
jihad network.” Sabri Benkhala was 
one of 11 men charged last year in 
an alleged conspiracy to aid terror- 
ists. Prosecutors said the group used 
paintball games in the woods near 
Fredericksburg in 2000 and 2001 to 
support holy war around the globe. 
Benkhala was the only one of the 11 
who was not charged with the over- 
arching conspiracy, (ap)

As Search Continues, 
Water Taxi Victim Dies 


BALTIMORE I The adult daughter 
of the woman who died shortly 
after a water taxi capsized in the 
harbor has died as investigators 
retraced the path the boat took 
before it flipped over in a sudden 
thunderstorm. 

Recovery crews also searched 
Tuesday for three people missing 
since Saturday’s accident — two 
26-year-olds who planned to 
marry and a 6 -year- old boy tour- 
ing the harbor. 

The woman who died Monday 
evening at Harbor Hospital in 
Baltimore was Lisa Pierce, 30, of 
Lyndhurst, N. J., according to one of 
her mother’s bosses. JoAnn Pierce,

60, ofVineland, N. J., died Saturday, 
said Dr. Michael Rosenberg of 
Pediatric Associates, where Pierce 
was an office manager. 

Searchers may have found the 
boat’s flat, canopy- type roof, spot- 
ting a “metal object that’s upside 
down with some posts,” said 
Baltimore Fire Department Chief 
William Goodwin. 

The missing were identified 
by relatives and in media reports 
as Corinne J. Schillings, 26; 
Andrew Roccella, 26, and Daniel 
Bentrem, 6. All three are residents 
ofVirginia. 

Schillings was a webmaster at 
the Cato Institute in Washington. 
Roccella was a technical writer at AC 
Technologies in Dunn Loring, Va. 

The missing boy’s sister, 8 -year- 
old Sarah Bentrem, was in critical 
condition at University of Maryland 
Medical Center, brian witte (ap) 


Arlington Plans 
More Water Tests 

ARLINGTON, VA. I Arlington officials 
said Tuesday that test results indi- 
cate there is no county wide prob- 
lem with lead contamination in the 
municipal water system. But they 
also announced plans for additional 
testing, and encouraged residents to 
take precautions with water. 

“We took 354 samples last week,” 
said Barbara Favola, chairwoman 
of the Arlington County Board of 
Supervisors. “More than half of 
those samples showed no trace of 
lead at all.” 

Twelve samples exceeded the 15 
parts per billion action level estab- 
lished by the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency. Five schools in 
the county showed elevated levels 
in samples drawn, (ap)

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Kmart Silent on Stewart 


How will style maven s 
conviction affect 
an anxious company? 

RETAIL I Kmart Holding Corp., on 
the mend after a trip to bankruptcy 
court and struggling to lure con- 
sumers back to its stores, could see 
the shine on its marquee brand dim 
now that Martha Stewart faces pris- 
on for lying about a stock sale. 

The brand is one of the few 
things the retailer has going for 
it as it struggles to compete with 


Wal-Mart and Target. Kmart tout- 
ed its exclusive rights to Martha 
Stewart Everyday products as key 
to its recovery since emerging from 
Chapter 11 last year. 

Kmart has been silent on the 
future of its relationship with 
Martha Stewart Living Omnimedia 
since the domestic style maven was 
found guilty Friday of lying to gov- 
ernment investigators about her 
well-timed sale of stock in a bio- 
technology company before bad 
news sent the shares plummeting. 
The retailer said only that it was 


“saddened” by the conviction. 

Analysts said Kmart is unlikely 
to abandon Stewart. Sales of her 
products at Kmart were $1.5 bil- 
lion in 2002 — about 5 percent of 
Kmart ’s total sales. 

“The brand Martha Stewart was 
probably more favorably looked at 
than Kmart itself,” said Gary 
Ruffing, a former Kmart executive. 
“It would be very tough for them to 
walk away.” sarah karush (ap)

EchoStar Pulls CBS Over Viacom Spat 


TELEVISION I Satellite TV giant 
EchoStar Communications pulled 
the plug on MTV, Nickelodeon and 
CBS affiliates in more than a dozen 
cities Tuesday in an escalating legal 
dispute with Viacom over the price 
of programming. 

As many as 9 million customers 
of EchoStar’s DISH Network were 
affected, including 1.6 million who 
watch CBS in Baltimore, New York, 
Los Angeles and other cities. 

According to a federal lawsuit 
filed by EchoStar in January, Viacom 
has illegally tried to force it to carry 
Viacom- owned MTV, Spike and 


other cable channels at unfair pric- 
es in exchange for the right to carry 18 
CBS - owned stations in 16 media mar- 
kets. A Viacom spokeswoman called 
the complaints “overblown.” (ap)

Kolzig, Witt remain in 
Washington as NHL 
trade deadline expires 

PRO HOCKEY I Surprise! The 
Washington Capitals didn’t empty 
the house after all. 

At the end of a season-long fire 
sale that shipped out eight big- con- 
tract veterans, the Capitals unex- 
pectedly kept goaltender Olaf 
Kolzig when the NHL trade dead- 
line passed Tuesday. 

The Capitals made a couple of 
moves, though. They sent forward 
Mike Grier to Buffalo for prospect 
Jakub Klepis and claimed right wing 
Jean-Luc Grand-Pierre off waivers 
from Atlanta. Also, one oftheir scouts, 
longtime Capitals defenseman Calle 
Johansson, came out of retirement 
and signed with Toronto. 

Yet the big news was the deal 
that wasn’t made. Kolzig, who 
has two full seasons left on a five- 
year, $31 million contract still is 
in Washington. So is defenseman 
Brendan Witt. Both seemed like 
prime trade bait for a last-place 
team trying to cut losses. 

General manager George McPhee 
said a Kolzig trade was discussed, 
but no one made the kind of offer 
needed to secure one of the league’s 
top goaltenders.

Vancouver police start 
investigating incident 
in Monday night game 

PRO HOCKEY I Colorado Avalanche 
forward Steve Moore will miss the 
rest of the season with a broken neck 
after a hit by Vancouver’s Todd 
Bertuzzi that prompted a police 
investigation. 

Moore also sustained a concussion 
and deep facial cuts, the Avalanche 
said Tuesday. He will remain hospi- 
talized in Vancouver indefinitely, 
Colorado trainer Pat Karns said. 

Bertuzzihasbeen suspended indef- 
initely pending a hearing at the NHL 
office in Toronto on Wednesday. 


Moore was slugged in the side of 
the head by Bertuzzi late in Monday 
night’s game, a 9-2 Colorado victory. 
Bertuzzi struck him from behind and 
drove his head into the ice. Moore 
landed head-first and lay in a pool 
of blood for several minutes before 
he was removed on a stretcher. 

B.C. Solicitor General Rich 
Coleman and Vancouver police said 
Tuesday a preliminary investigation 
has begun. This will be the second 
time in recent years Vancouver 
police have become involved in 
an on-ice hit at an NHL game. 
Former NHL tough guy Marty 
McSorley was charged for hitting 
Donald Brashear with his stick in 
February 2000. (ap)

U.S.-made vehicles 
top reliability ratings 
in consumer survey 

B U Y I N G I For the first time in 25 
years, U.S. carmakers can say 
they make more reliable cars than 
their competitors in Europe. Asian 
manufacturers still hold top brag- 
ging rights, however. 

Consumer Reports’ 2004 
auto issue, which hit newsstands 
Tuesday, shows imports still out- 
scoring domestically built cars in 
owner satisfaction. 

But on the issue of reliabili- 
ty, cars and trucks from General 
Motors Corp., Ford Motor Co. and 
DaimlerChrysler AG’s Chrysler 
Group topped those made in 
Europe. 


Consumer Reports, known for its 
scrutiny of products, sent question- 
naires to 4.1 million subscribers of 
its magazine and Web site, seeking 
insight on vehicles they own. 

Reliability trends are based 
on 675,000 responses. Consumer 
Reports asked subscribers to report 
problems in any of 14 areas, such 
as engine or electrical trouble, for 


vehicles up to eight years old. 

For the 2003 model year, the 
industry average was 17 problems 
per 100 vehicles, down from 18 in 
the 2002 survey. 

Among cars and trucks less 
than a year old, the average prob- 
lem rate for European brands was 
20 per 100 vehicles, two more than 
domestic brands. 


The problem rate for the new- 
est models from Japanese and 
^ Korean automakers held 
I steady year- over-year at 12 
^ per 100 vehicles. 
m The magazine said vehicles 
W from Acura, Honda, Infiniti, 
Lexus, Mazda and Toyota have 
been the most reliable over the 
past five years. 

Consumer Reports said it also 
gave an “excellent” overall safety rat- 
ing to 21 sedans, up from nine three 
years ago. The number of sport util- 
ity vehicles with an excellent rating 
rose to 11 from only two during the 
same period. 

The magazine said the higher 
ratings are the result of general 
improvements in both crash-pro- 
tection and accident- avoidance

As modern rock radio 
tries to define itself, 
new bands move in 

RADIO FORMATS I Modern rock is 
sporting many new faces these 
days. A number of breaking bands 
— Jet, Switchfoot, The Darkness, 
Three Days Grace, Lostprophets 
and Story of the Year — are enjoy- 
ing their first blushes of success on 
modern rock radio. 

Some program directors believe 
that the current crop of breakouts is 
larger than normal thanks to mod- 
ern rock’s identity crisis. 

Following the rap -rock days of 
Limp Bizkit and the garage band 
movement of the Hives, the Vines 
and the Strokes — which never took 
off at modern rock — the format is 
looking for its next big thing. 

Bill Gamble, PD at WZZN 


Chicago, said that tweaks within 
the format are paving the way for 
the new bands. 

“It’s becoming harder and 
harder for bands like Coldplay 


and Metallica to exist on the same 
stations,” he said, “and that opens 
up room on both sides.” 

Indeed, none of these bands falls 
into an easily identifiable catego- 


ry. Three Days Grace’s “(I Hate) 
Everything About You” blends 
modern pop with explosive cho- 
ruses. Jet’s guitar-driven rock 
wears its Rolling Stones and AC/ 
DC influences on every chord. 

Switchfoot ’s mellower music 
blends strong melodies with lyr- 
ics about the search for meaning. 
Story of the Year is a pop -punk out- 
fit. The Darkness provides over-the- 
top glam rock redolent of Queen, 
while Welsh act Lostprophets play 
hardcore electro -based rock in the 
style of Linkin Park. 

Even if a band’s sound is eas- 
ily identifiable, listeners still have 
trouble putting a face with a name, 
since many of the acts remain rela- 
tively anonymous. 

“The question is, are modern 
rock stations open to these acts or 
just open to these songs?” radio con- 
sultant Jeff Pollack asked. “Each of 
them delivered a really good song, 
[but] what will their second and 
third songs do? Are these real acts? 
Only time will tell.” melinda newman

Hot Pixel Action 


CENSORSHIPlIn the current climate, 
it’s not just flesh-and-blood enter- 
tainers who are being censured for 
showing too much of the former; 
now even cartoon characters are 
being forced to cover up. 

Viacom-owned UPN has 
ordered the producers of “Game 
Over,” prime time’s first comput- 
er-generated animated series (see 
review page 15), to delete nudity and 
salty language from the pilot epi- 
sode, including one two-second shot 
in which a female character’s car- 
toon buttocks are visible. Executives 
also want to cut a line in which one 
character, a dog, uses a mild scato- 
logical epithet. 

The edict has angered the pro- 
ducers, who are said to have argued 
that the material now deemed objec- 
tionable has been in the episode for 
months and is in the review tapes 
sent to critics. 

But network executives appar- 
ently will not budge, saying that 
the Super Bowl halftime incident 
has created a climate of heightened 


sensitivity toward sex and foul lan- 
guage, even in cartoons. 

The decision has forced the pro- 
ducers to scramble to reedit the epi- 
sode and possibly recall one of the 
actors, Artie Lange, who plays 
the Smashenburn family’s gruff 
housepet, to rerecord some dia- 
logue before Wednesday’s debut. 

The imbroglio shows how quickly 
the environment has changed for 
producers who dare to put edgy or 
off-color material in their shows. 

“Game Over,” which UPN 
ordered for six episodes this sea- 
son, is being closely watched in 
Hollywood because computer- 
generated films such as “Finding 
Nemo” and “Toy Story” now domi- 
nate feature animation. 

“Game Over” tells the story of 
the Smashenburns, a suburban clan 
whose members’ day jobs involve 
working in video games. The scene 
that roused the attention of UPN 
executives involved Raquel, a shape- 
ly housewife voiced by Lucy Liu.
